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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections 
set forth in the Office Action of October 27, 2006, based on the foregoing claim amendments and 
following remarks. 

Telephonic Interview 
Applicants thank the Examiner for discussing procedural aspects of this amendment 
with the undersigned on February 27, 2007. During the interview, the appropriateness of making the 
present amendments to claim 1 was discussed under the Office's 'linking claim" practice. 

The Claims and Claim Amendments 

Applicants thank the Examiner for detecting and correcting the error in the numbering 
of the original claims. Applicants have used the corrected claim numbering in this Amendment. 

Applicants hereby amend independent and at-issue claim 1, as well as currently 
withdrawn claim 77, so as to limit the scope of these claims to peptides comprising an amino acid 
sequence defined by formula I wherein at least one of X5, X7, X8, X9, XIO, XI 1, X12, X13, X14, 
X15, X16, X17, X18, X21, X24, X28, and X33 is a Lys. The originally filed application (as 
reflected in US Patent Publication No. 20040122210) supports these claim amendments at, e.g., 
paragraphs [0089], [0025].[0030], and [0085] -[0089], Applicants also hereby amend claim 4-6 to 
improve the style/clarity of these claims (these amendments are non-nairowing and non-substantive). 
Applicants also make clarifying amendments to withdrawn claim 75 by removal of particular 
embodiments recited therein as examples of more general claim elements (Applicants consider this 
amendment to likewise be non-narrowing). These amendments add no new matter and are beheved 
to raise no issues that would require a new, extensive search on the part of the Office. 

Upon entry of this amendment, claims 1-77 are pending. Claims 1-7, 9, 1 1-13, 16-29, 
and 31-35 are at issue. Of these claims, claim 1 is the only independent claim. 



The Amended Claims Comply with 35 U,S,C 112 
Claims 4-6 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
allegedly indefinite. Applicants submit that the present amendments to these claims obviate these 
rejections. 
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The Amended Claims are Novel over the Cited Art 
The Office Action rejected claims 1-7; 9, 1M3, 16-29, and 31-35 as aUegedly 
lacking novelty over Dnickcr ct aL (WO 97/39031). Specifically, the Office identified the GLP-2 
analog HADGSFSDEMNTIU3NLAAia)FINWLlQTRTO disclosed by Drucker et al., as 
anticipating these claims. Applicants submit that the present amendment to claim 1 obviates this 
rejection. Neither this particular peptide, nor any other peptide disclosed by Drucker et al., is 
believed to anticipate or in any way suggest the subject matter of amended claim 1 . As such, 
Apphcants respectfully request the Office to acknowledge that the claims are free of the cited art. 



Conclusion
